New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, South Australia, 
Western Australia, Tasmania and the Northern Territory ($40.00) 


Represents detailed geographical information on the supply of ,and 
demand for tourist accommodation facilities. This is a useful reference 

for policy makers and industry monitors and advisers. Details are provided 
by type of establishment, and by star grading, for local areas and tourism 
regions in the State, and includes capacity and employment for the 
quarter and monthly occupancy rates, and takings from accommodation 
for hotels, motels and guest houses and serviced apartments providing 
short-term accommodation with 15 or more rooms or units. 


Output from March quarter 1998 involves substantial "breaks in series" 
from previous quarterly Survey of Tourist Accommodation (STA) output 
published in 8635.1 up to and including December quarter 1997. Some 
retabulated "bridging" data for 1997 are incorporated variously into the 
tabulations. Note that 1997 data presented in these tabulations will 
therefore differ from previously published data. 


Break in series STA changes which have occurred are: The survey no 
longer collects data on caravan parks, holiday flats, units and houses or 
visitor hostels on an ongoing basis. The size cut-off for hotels, motels 
and guest houses has been increased and the survey now excludes 
establishments with fewer than 15 rooms, whereas the previous size 
cut-off was five rooms. Serviced apartments are included in the 
collection as a separate category for the first time, with a minimum 
size cut-off of 15 or more units. Some establishments formerly 
included as hotels, motels or holiday flats and units are now classified 
as serviced apartments; while a small number of establishments 
previously classified as motels have been reclassified as holiday flats 
and units and are therefore no longer in the regular scope of the STA. 
Employment information on males and females is no longer separately 
collected, but casual employee numbers are now collected separately 
from full-time and part-time employee numbers; and monthly 
employment data are being collected on a trial basis for four quarters. 
Unpublished information on employment may be available on request.

including comparisons with previous censuses, as well as information 
regarding Indigenous Australians' English language proficiency. 

Labour force statistics are also analysed, including employment status, 
industry and occupation. Where possible an assessment of the 
Community Development Employment Projects scheme will be 
provided.
